If taken up by a committee of 
the signers, the necessary right of 
way can be p rocured at a small ex ­ 
p ense. 
If,' howev er, the matter is neg­ 
lected, the railway comp any will 
be comp elled to p roceed to con­ 
demn and get the right of way and 
build the switch, as it has agreed 
to with the state. 
The right of way , if condemned, 
will cost much more than if p ro­ 
cured by citizens. 
In the ev ent the p eop le fail to 
act p romp tly , the railway com­ 
p any can, and doubtless will, p ro­ 
ceed to get the right of way , and 
build the switch and hold the 
bond signers for the ex p ense. 
Matters of great interest to the 
p eop le of Sedalia will be made 
known tonight, which had better 
first be learned at the meeting.

The awful fate of the foreigners 
in Pekin, now no longer doubted, 
and the frightful alternative which 
compelled 
Admiral 
Seymour to 
kill his own wounded, as described 
in cable dispatches from China, 
arouse deep interest 
in the un­ 
speakable cruelty of the Mongol 


fanatic. 
Nor are these tortures dealt out 
solely by the Boxers and by irre­ 
sponsible mobs. 
Father Tannet, a 
Roman 
Catholic 
missionary 
in 
Northern China, has quite recently 
reported how he had been compell­ 
ed to see eleven of his Christians 
imprisoned under false pretenses 
and tortured in the most horrible 
manner under the direction of a 
mandarin. 
T hey were scourged, 
susoended by the thumbs, by the 
hair and by the ears. 
A 
Franciscan 
missionary, 
de­ 
scribing the death of a catechist at 
Nan-Kuensie, writes: 
“ 
He was seized, stripped of his 
clothes, 
beaten and bound. 
He 
was then questioned : 
“ ‘A re you a Christian?’ 
“ ‘Y es, I am .’ 
“ 
A t this reply one ear was cut 


off. 
“ ‘ A re you still a Christian?’ 
“ 
‘ Y e s ; 
I am 
a 
follower 
of 


Christ.’ 
“ 
The other ear was then sev­ 
ered. 
The victim ’s third declara­ 
tion was his death sentence. 
A 
stroke of the sword severed his 
head from his body, and placed 
him in the ranks of the martyrs.” 
In other cases the executioners 
tear out the victims’ eyes and cut 
the muscles of the feet. 
He lives 
only to suff er. 
In other cases men 
and women are buried alive. 
To 
deprive them of any possible as­ 
sistance their mouths, 
eyes 
and 
ears are stopped with mud. 
The Boxers are fiends of cru­ 
elty. 
They maltreat, in these dif­ 
ferent ways, helpless women and 
girls and old men. 
Their most ex­ 
quisite method of torture is known 
as the “ 
slicing process.” 
Their own name for it is the 
“ 
ting che.” 
Under this hideous rite the bodies 
of the fallen are cut into small 
pieces with powerful blows from 
cleaver-like 
knives, 
which 
are 
wielded by arms guided by an in­ 
comprehensible and insatiate thirst 
for blood. 
The pieces are fed to 
the dogs. 
A London dispatch of the i6th 
says : 
Slow ly the story of the greatest 
crime of the age is coming out. Put 
together as it comes from various 
Chinese 
sources 
piecemeal, 
the 
narrative indicates that, after a he­ 
roic defense, culminating in a bril­ 
liant sortie, the refugees in 
the 
British 
legation 
at 
Pekin 
were 
finally overwhelmed and 
slaugh­ 
tered. 
The governor of Shan Tung says 
the 
foreigners’ sortie resulted in 
the killing of 200 Chinese. 
This 
incident is said to have 
been followed by the mounting of 
two guns which could command the

The Chinese minister at Tokio 
has also received a dispatch 
from 
official sources which leads him to 
irnpuie the responsibility for the

and other foreigners to Vice A d ­ 
miral Seymour’s march
